6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Memorial Day, and make appropriation for 
same. 


7. To see if the town will vote to fight the White 
Pine Blister Rust, and make appropriation for same. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for care of poor. 


9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen, to administer and dispose of any real estate, 
acquired by town through Tax Collector’s deeds. 


10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


11. To see what per cent discount the town will 
vote to allow on taxes paid on certain dates. 
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12. To see if the town will vote to raise money 
for State Aid Maintenance and make appropriation for 
same. 


13. To see if the town will vote to buy a light road 
machine. 


14. To choose Agents and Committees in relation 
to any article in the Warrant and hear reports of any 
heretofore chosen. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise($200) 
two hundred dollars to improve the cemetery. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of the Municipal Budget Act. 


17. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before this meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Thornton School 
District: 


I hereby submit my first annual report of the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


During the last school year, 79 pupils were en- 
rolled in the four schools of the District. The average 
attendance was 64.49, average absence 5.35 and aver- 
age membership 69.84. The percentage of attendance 
was 92.2 which is very creditable considering the ex- 
treme winter. The Board held five meetings and 75 
visits were made by the Superintendent. 


Under the present supervision, report cards show 
to parents, attitudes and habits of children as they 
appear in school. These should be very carefully 
scrutinized for in my opinion they are as important as 
scholarship. Polite and industrious children are often 
as promising as those more gifted in scholarship but 
satisfied with mediocre results. Warnings are sent 
to parents two weeks before report cards with the ex- 
pectation parents will cooperate to have children do 
their best. A word of admonition or encouragement 
at home often means marked improvement in school. 


The fundamentals of arithmetic have been tested 
by standard tests and remedial work prescribed for 
each pupil. Each pupil knows his score and the stand- 
ard for his grade throughout the country. For the 
most part the pupils accept the challenge and are 
anxious to make and exceed their standards. 


The work in the four schools is motivating very 
well. The teachers are interested to have each pupil 
learn to the maximum of his ability and at the same 
time enjoy their school life. The children and teacher 
at West Thornton are to be highly commended for fi- 
nancing the installation of electric lights this fall. 
Appreciation is expressed to the teacher and Com- 
munity which made the project possible. 


During the summer and fall a number of improve- 
ments have been made. A supply cupboard for the 
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whole district was put in at the West Thornton school. 
A new stove at Mad River and some modern curtains 
at No. 6. 


There are a number of repairs that should be made 
throughout the district among which are sills, floor, 
and chimney at Mad River, double windows at the Cen- 
ter school, toilet at No. 6, and grading at one or two 
schools. The children at the Center school have been 
cold and a number of times the school has been com- 
fortable for work hardly before noon. Now is the time 
to make these repairs for it is probable that it will cost 
more rather than less in the next few years. Possibly 
Federal Aid or loan can be secured for the above pur- 
pose. 


I wish to thank the members of the School Board 
and treasurer for patience and assistance in familiar- 
izing myself with the scholastic and financial problems 
of the district. I hope opportunity will be afforded for 
me to become acquainted with the parents and people 
of the district.
